Besides the Library, the benefactions include grants of money to f 
ministers, and to widows of ministers; grants of books to ministers; bursa 
to undergraduate students for the Protestant Dissenting Ministry at 
University of Glasgow; post-graduate divinity scholarships for students 
the Protestant Dissenting Ministry in approved Theological Colleges. 

Provision is also made by the Charity for special Ministers in Wale: 
do missionary and evangelising work in aid of the weaker churches, 01 
districts where there is no regular ministry. 

The Trustees also give bursaries and scholarships to be held at 
Presbyterian College, Carmarthen, and exhibitions for boys and girls in 
County Schools, Wrexham. They contribute to the maintenance of 
Dr. Williams’ School for Girls (Secondary) at Dolgelley, North Wales.

GRANTS TO Poor MINISTERS.—Sums ranging usually from £10 to 
not in aid of inadequate salaries, but to meet special emergencies or to I 
in education of children.

MANUSCRIPTS IN THE LIBRARY.—The Library contains many manuscripts, 
e of them of great value for the purpose of historical and literary research. 
; Trustees have recently approved special regulations for the use of their 
5., and it may be convenient that readers of the Bulletin should be made 
ire of the system now introduced. The new regulations have been 
mly approved by the Librarians of the British Museum, the Bodleian, 
Cambridge University, and the John Rylands Libraries, to whom they 
e shown. They are as follows :— 


1. No Manuscript shall be removed from the Library except by 
special permission of the Trustees; and all work shall be done in the 
first instance from the typed or written copy, if such be available. 


2. In any publication containing extracts from any manuscript 
in the Library there shall be an explicit declaration 


(a) That the Trustees have allowed access to the Manuscript but are 
not responsible for the selection made. 


(6) That the author, both for himself and his publisher, waives 
whatever copyright he may possess in the extracts made, so far 
as the exercise of that right might debar other scholars from using 
and publishing the same material, and from working for that 
purpose on the same Manuscripts. 


3. Every person wishing to consult any- Manuscript in the Library 
shall first sign an undertaking in the book provided for the purpose, 
and shall not have access to the Manuscript until he has signed such 
undertaking.

I declare that I have read the conditions upon which access to 
Manuscripts in Dr. Williams’ Library is granted to me, and I hereby 
undertake to observe and be bound by each and all of those conditions.
